, 20 the Death of Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, &c. and vvould have bad him ſcatter Libels, to make the People Riſe 
fo againſt his Majeſty. And that he the Depoxent had received ſeveral Sums of Money from the ſaid Rouſe, 


Mr. Denis ſvvore, That Rouſe at ſeveral times told him, The King vvas a Papiſt, ard intended to bring in Po - 
perry; That he therefore put off Parliaments, but that they vvould no longer bear vo1th him, but v3.ould compel 
him to let the Parliament ſit, untill they had accompliſhed their Ends. That He woas appointed to collett Moneys 
for the Maintenance of the Witneſſes ; and that they need not fear any Proſecution , for that they voould get juch 
Juries, as Tvould never find them Guilty. And that the Deponent received a Weekly Allowvance from Rouſe. 


My. Smith , Who vvas a Witneſs againſt the Lord Staffort, Svvore , That Rouſe told him at ſeveral times thas 
he gathered Moneys, and vvas to give freely to ſuch as vvould ſovear any thing againſt the O ueen or the Duke ; and 
that the ſaid Rouſe /hewed him,the Deponent,an Information, ( vvhich he zv0uld have had Mr. Hayns ſovear to) 
vvherein it is ſaid that the King knev v of the Firing of London, and the Death of Sir Edmunbury Godfrey. 


Mr. Turberville, likevviſe a Witneſs agamſt the Lord Stafford, Sevore, That ſometime after Fitz-Harris's 
Tryal , being vvith Mr. Rouſe, and talking of the Times, and he, Mr. Turberville, ſaying, that they that bad 
Eſtates to loſe vvould have a care hovy they fell into a Rebellion, Rouſe replyed , The Rabble are all on our ſide, 
ard they that have Eſtates among them, muſt do as they wwill have them. 


Mr. Ivie, and My. John Macnamarra ſvvore, They had received ſeveral Sums of Money fram Mr. Rouſe ; and 
My, Ivie ſaid, My. Rouſe vvould have had him ſovear againſt the King, the Queen, and the Duke. 


The Witneſſes being asked concerning their Religion, all declared they were Proteſtants. And there were 
other Witneſſes that were not examined. 


Then the Grand- Jury withdrew, and after ſome Hours returned the Bill erdorced, TErramus. And the 
Court being Surprized thereat, and asking the Foreman, how they could upon fo full an Evidence return an 
Ignoramus , being they were upon their Oaths, and whether they believed not the Witneſſes, or were uniatise 
fied in Matter of Law ; For if they doubted the Law in any thing, they might have had the Opinion of the 


Court. The Foreman anfwered, That that was their Verdi&t, and they had ſatisfied their own Conſciences, 
and conceiyed they were not bound to ſhew any Reaſans for it.

ttable Prince will treat the Obſtinate and Rebelious Oppoſers of his 
Fatt Title; if they do ſubmit, as of neceflity they muſt, then they 
can claim no manner of Priviiedge and Indemnityitrom this Act, for 
they cannot come into the ſide a2 F:7e without delerting that ae Fad, 
8. c. Without declining their Allegiance to him, who was King when 
this Statute Was made. By dec/ti4rig wich Allegiance, the Provite 
expreſsly exciudes them from all njanuer of Bencfie or Advantage 
by ths AF. In this condition the Law would have icft the de Fado 
Party, It the Sovereignty had been difputed between H.7. and the 
Houle of Tork, and the Prince de Fire, ur Houſe of 701k had been 
Succeisfui : From wihencett's n:deviably plain, that neither the De- 
hgn, nor Words of this Stitnte can br drawn to ſuch a munſtrons 
Eonſtruction, as to Enact bare Foffitiion a goud Title, and make 
Might and Right the fame thing. The only defign of this Parlia- 
ment was to continue the Crown to H.7. during his Lite 3 which 
both by the Body and Proviio of the Act, was as cfteCtuilly done as 
in them lay. Now the Reajoens that prevailed with the Two Houles 
to conſent to a Temporary alteration of the Conſtitution with re- 
ſpe& to the Crown, were probably thele.

Firlt, Becauſe H. 7. 1d not exly Gilavow his Reigning, in his Wiſes 
Right, who was Queen de Zxre, lor the Act of Parhament by which 
he was recognized Ring of E-:vland, Was Interpretable in this Sence 
( Lord Bacon, rid. p. 1003. ) and with this Conttruction there was 
no injury done to the Hereditary Right of the Crown.

But to biting the Diſpute rearer Home, and to make _the Caſe 
more plain, if potfible. Let vs ſuppoſe 11 11.7. fill in Force 3 and 
upen this ſuppoſition 1 argue, That this ACt muſt nec: flarily give 
the ſane Advantagrs to the Lawtul Succefors of H.7. which it gave 
to him{elt: For if Allegiance is due to a King de Fatto, then certain- 
ly it is equally due to him, who is King both de Fatto and ds Fure, 
Therefore thoſe who decline trom their Allegiance to ſuch a Right- 
ful Poffeflour ( as they certainly do who depoſe Him or {wear Alle» 
9iance to another ) are exprelsly harr'd from receiving any Benefit 
or Advantage by this 1. So that now they muſt Iye under the laſh - 
of thoſe antecedent Laws, which puniſh all Diſloyal praCtices againſt 
a Righttul Prince, whether in or out of Poffeffion ; and it they are 
puniſhable by a King de Fure, than undoubtedly they are his Sub- 


jects, and conlequently not at Liberty to tranſlate their Allcgiance 


to another. - 

It it is ObjcEted, That the Penalty of this Proviſo affe&s the Sul 
zect no longer than the King is in Pofſefſhon. To this ( beſhdes 
what has been faid already) I Anſwer, That' this Copſtruction 
makes the fence of the Act Infigntficant and Ridiculons, For they 
the meaning of the Law runs thus, v4. Thoſe who adhere to the 
King in Peflefſion ſhall be Indemnified, but thoſe who fight againſt 
him ſhall- have none of this Favour, that is, they ſhall be puniſhed. 
Be puſhed by whom 2 Why by the King they Oppoſed, if he hap- 
peiis to fit fare and gets the better of them 3_ otherwiſe it ſeems 
they are fate envugh. Now this js profound Diſcourte, and. very 
ſuitable to the Witdom of a Parliament, to tell us, That Rebels when 
they arc Routed, and Subdued, may . be Lawtully puniſhed. Had 
we not _ Statutes, Common Law, and. Common Sence enough, to 
acquaint us with this before ? What need this admirable Diſcovery 
have been thus carefully drawn up into a Proviſo, as if there had 
been {omething in the body of the Act, which made it Unlawful 
for a Conquering, Prince to chaftiſe Rebellion 2 If it be farther re- 
plied, that this Proviſo was intended for a Recaption. For though 
it does not tye the Subjects Allegiance to an &zected Prince, yet 
upon the recovery of his Crown, it gives him Authority to puniſh 
thole who dethroned him 3 and with this Interpretation the Law 
appears itclligible. | 

In Anſwer to this, I defire to know which way a Prince difpo(= 
ſed can recover his Right, according to the modern Conftruction 
of this ACt ? For if the whole Kingdom be bound to affiſt the King 
de Facto againſt the King de Fure, how is it poſſible for the latter 
to re-enter upon his Dominions e And fince by the ſuppoſition, his 
Right to puniſh doth not commence till he has Power to execute ; 
this Proviſo will have little Ter:or init, and prove a very flender 
Pretervative againft Treaſon, And beſides , if it ever happens to 
come into play, 'twill be perfectly ufeleſs ; for this Expedient can= 
not take place. unleſs the King de Fure makes bis way back to the 
Throne by Congueſt, and Foreign Force. And if he returns with 
this Advantage, there are old Laws enough to puniſh Traytors, 
(225 Ed. 3.&c. ) which we may imagine he would venture to make 
uſe of, whether this Clauſe had given him ſucis a Liberty or not. 

In ſhort, This Act, as its now the Faſhion to underſtand it, is 
ſuch a monſtrous and unaccountable piece df Legiſlation, as I be- 
lieve the moſt Barbarous and Unpoliſhed Nation was never guilty of. 
For it leaves the Kingdom Hereditary, and yc<t obliges the Subject to 
obey the Poſleflour thougit never fo obſcure and remote from the 
Royal Line. It reſolves all Tilie unto Force and: Succels, and. puts 
no difference between a good Giuſe and a bad one, It fets the beſt 
Princes aſide only for being Unfortunate z encourages the Ambition 
of enterprizing, and unreaſonable Merz and gives the Riglits of So- 
vereignty. to thule who have done tie greateſt Wrong. It over- 
throws the moſt Sacred and Eftabliſhed Maxiws of Juſtice; repeals, 
in eficct, alm. { halt the Commandinents; and makes the Devil, it 
he ſhould prevail, the Lord's Anointed. Befides, it's not only Un= 
natural and Unrighteous in the Body, ut Uſeleſs and Impertigent in 
the Provilo. In carneſt, i am atraid, thoſe Lawyers who debauch 
Mens underſtandings with fuch fingulac Ablurdities as theſe, will 
have a great deal to anſwer for. God grant they may confkde; be- 
tore it's too late.

Ampſon Hele, Eſq; brought a quare impedit in the Court of Common-Pleas, againſt the Lord Biſhop of Exon and Gawen Hayman, Clerk, 
for recovery of his Preſentation to the Church of Sourhpole in Devon, the Advowſon of which, is appendant to his Mannor of Southpole, 
of which he is Seized in Fee, | 

To which the Defendants appeared, and the Biſhop pleaded, that he claimed nothing in the Church but as Ordinary, but ſaid further, 

that the 15th of April An. 2d. Will, & Marie, the Church became void ; and the 19th of May, Anno pred. Mr. Hele preſented one Fran- 
cs Hodder, as his Clerk to the ſaid Church, whom the Biſhop on Examination found to be Perſona in literatura minus ſufficiens ſeu capax 
ad habendum dittam Ecclefram and therefore he refuſed to admit the ſaid Fodder, and two and thirty days after, gave notice to Mr. Hele to pre- 
ſent another Clerk ; who did not preſent any other Perſon, within fix Months after the Death of the laſt Incumbent ; whereupon, the right of 

Collation devolved to him as Ordinary, by Lapſe, and he Preſented the Defendant Hayman. 

Mr. Hayman Pleaded the ſame Plea verbatim, as the Biſhop Pleaded.

Church of Uzborough in the County of Devon ; lawfully Admitted, Inſtituted, and Inducted thereunto, and was in Holy Orders, by Epiſcopal 
Ordination, from the late Biſhop Sparrow, then Biſhop of Exon ; and in Reading, Praying, Preaching, Adminiſtring the Sacraments, and in all 
other things appertaining to the Prieſt's Office and Cure of Souls, was well and ſufficiently Learned. 


The Defendants, by Rejoinder to this Replication, maintain their Plea; and after ſome further Pleading, (not very material,) the Defendants 
Demurre, and the Plaintiff joins in Demwurrer, and the matter is left to the conſideration of the Court. 
The only point in the Caſe, aroſe upon the Defendants Plea ; and the main Objection ti.ereunto, was, that it was too general and uncertain, 
not comprehending any particular or certain Cauſe of the Biſhop's refuſal of Mr. Hodder for ; Learning in the general, comprehends all Humane 
Science z many parts whereof, are not at all requilite to the Qualification of a Prieſt ; and by the general expreſſion of minus ſufficiens in litera- 
tura it appeared not, in what part of Learning Mr. Hodder was deficient, ſo as the Temporal Courts could not thereupon Adjudge, whether the 
Cauſe, for which the Biſhop refuſed Mr. Hodder, was a ſufficient Cauſe in Law, to refuſe him, or not. | 
The Cauſe depended two Years in the Common-Pleas, and was Argued thrice at the Bar, by Serjeants of either fide; and in Hillary Term, 
4 Reg. & Regine nunc, &c, Judgment was given for the Plaintiff, by the unanimous Conſent of the whole Court, upon the inſufficiency of the 
Detendants Picas, for the Reaſon above mentioned. Suh as rp | | ha 

MT The Defendants being diſſatisfied with this Judgment, brought a Writ of Error in the King's Bench, which came on to be Argued before the 
18, 7, Judges of that Court, in Michaelmas Term laſt; who on the firſt Argument, ſeemed inclinable to affirm the Judgment which the Court of 
4 W., OM. Common-Pleas had given ; but the Defendants Councel preſling for another Argument, the Court gave them further time till the Term follow= 
ing; and in Hillary Term laſt, the Councel for the Plaintiff was prepared, and offered to have Argued the Cauſe a ſecond time, but the Councel 
for the Defendants (ſeeing the Opinion of the Court to be againſt them, refuſed to ſpeak any more thereunto, but deſired the Court to give their 
Judgment therein ; ſo that even by the Defendant* own Conſent, as well as on the Matter in Law, the Court of King's Bench affirm'd the 

Judgment z and the Judges declared their Opinions of the inſufficiency of the Plea, for the Reaſon above mentioned. 
It may be Objected, that the Matter of Fa& contained in the Biſhop's Plea, is true, though it be not ſufficiently pleaded 3 that Mr. Hodder is 
0)j. an [lliterate Man ; that he is unworthy of Orders, by Reaſon of his Ignorance ; and that he got them in a ſurreptitious manner 3. that the Biſhop 
could not in Conſcience admit him, when he found him fo very unfit; ſo that this Judgment is given upon the bare formality of pleading only 

when as Truth and Reaſon, and the preſervation of the Church's Rights, are on the other ſide. 

Mr. Hodder hath been a Beneſic'd Clergy Man in Devonſhire, Twenty Years and upwards, of a very Sober Converſation, and an Honeſt Chara- 
,:, Cer amongſt his Neighbours ; and lookt upon, to be an Able, Painful, Diligent Man in his Function ; his Inſufficiency in Learning (whatever 
Anſw. it be) was unknown to Mr. Hc/e, who is a private Country Gentleman ; and finding Mr. Hodder a Prieſt in Orders, having charge of a great 
Congregation; anda great Family,but a ſmall Income (his Vicaridge being not worth above 30 pounds per 41.) out of Charity preſented him to this 
Benefice of S9uthpole >; where his Livelyhood would have been augmented, but his Charge very much leſſencd ; for there are five times as many 


Souls in UVpborough, as there are in Southpolez fo that if he be ſufficient to keep that Beneſice which he hath already, he 1s much more ſo to take 
this new Preferment. 


If it be ſaid that *tis hard, that a flip in the formality of pleading, ſhould loſe to the Biſhop the Right of Preſentation; which by the Lapſe is 
fallen to him 3 IUs harder, that Mr. Hele's Charity to a poor Clergy-Man, ſhould be the occaſion of loſing his Inheritance ; and if the Biſhop 
will take the advantage of a Lapſe, to deprive the Patron of his Preſentation; is hoped, th.t the Patron may take, any advantage the Law gives 
him to recover It. 


Should this Judgment ſtand ; Mr. Hodder (vhom the ſaid Biſhop of Exon hath found unfit) ſhall be obtruded and thruſt into the Church, againſt 
Obi. the Conſcience and Duty of his Dioceſan, who by reaſon of his Inſufficiency, was bound to refuſe him Inſtitution, 

: \ith all due Reſpect to his Lordihipand rhe Juriſdiction and Priviledges of the Church ; it may in Anſwer be obſerved, that the Judgment at 
Anſw. Law Is, that the Patron ſhall recover the Preſentation, not that Mr. Hoader ſhall have Inſtitution 3 for now a Writ muſt go to the Metropolitane 
to require him to admit a fic Perſon to the Church on Mr. Hcle's Preſentation ; and it he preſent Mr. Hodder again, and the Archbiſhop find him 
inſufficient, he may refuſe to admit him; fo that tis not any hardſhip put upon the Lord Biſhop of Exen, or any breach on the Juriſdiction of 
the Church; for the Archbiſhop is ſtill Judge of Mr. Hodder”'s ſufficiency ; and he is alſo ſtill lyable to the Biſhop of Exon's Juriſdiction, who for 

the ſame Cauſe (admitting it ſufficient) for which he refuſed him Inſtitution to anew Benefice, may deprive him of that which he hath already, 
The tender Regard that the Laws of England have to the preſervation of the Temporal Rights of Engliſh Subjects, was the great Reaſon 
that guided the Opinions of the Judges in their Judging of this Caſe; for ſhould every Ordinary be the abſolute Judge of his own Cauſe of 
Refuſal; and the Temporal Courts be obliged to give Judgment on a general Allegation of minus ſufficiens in literatura without being in- 
formed in what particular the Inſufficiency lyes; it muſt from thence neceſſarily follow, that all the Patronages and Advowſons in the Hands of 
the Nobility and Gentry of England, mult be precarious; for then the Ordinary mav refuſe any Clerk preſented by a Rightful Patron, until the 
{1x Months be elaps'd, and then take the advantage of that delay which he himſelf occaſion'd. | 


Ii's therefore hambly hop d, that the Judgement given in the Common-Pleas in this Cauſe, and affirm a afterwaras in the Kyne's Bench, 
will lizewiſe have the Confirmation of this moſt Honourable Houſe.

Then the Biſhop ordered him to Write from the Number One, to Thirty, in Latin, which 
he could not 'Truely do, as Appears by his Attempt under his own Hand. The Biſkop, by ſuch Groſs Ignorance, ſeeing he ſhould not be able, in Con- 

; ſcience, to give him Inſtitution; For the better Juſtification of his Refuſal, Examined him ( as is uſual ) in the Greek Teſtament, and ſome Latin Authours; 

| in all which, finding him ertreamly Ignorant, he at laſt C as the leaſt thing which is ever expected from Perſons to be Admitted, either to Holy Orders, 

or Inſtitution ) appointed him to Tranſlate this ſhort Article following, being the 2.4th in the Book of 39 Articles. 

** It is a Thing plainly Repugnant to the Word of God, and the Cuſtom of the Primitive Church, to have Publick Prayers in the Church, and to Miniſter the 
'* Sacraments in a Tongue not underſtood of the People. 

Which the ſaid Fodder rendred as follows, all Wrote, and Subſcribed with his own Hand.

The Biſhop, on this, Stopt his Inſtitution ; and, by a very Civil Letter, Advertiſcd Mr. Fele of the Great Ignorance of his Clerk, and defired him 
to ſend another Better Qualified: But the ſaid Mr. ZZele ( by his Letter in Anſwer) reſolved to adhere to his Firſt Preſentation.
